‘lage gone, Jewish leaders turned 
their attention to the visit of the 
British Royal Commission which 
will investigate the causes of the 
uprising with a view to settling 
peacefully the difficulties. Through- 
out Palestine the announcement 
was greeted with rejoicing, Arabs

Preceding the proclamation of the 
High Committee, an appeal was 
issued by King Ibn Saud, of Saudi 
Arabia and other Arab kings as- 
suring Palestinian Arabs that their 
grievances would be given full 
consideration by the Commission.

even now is hampered somewhat by lack of suffi- 
cient financing 

When the time comes that intelligent planning 
will be directed towards the American Jewish 
Comunity as a whole, more Farm Schocls for Jew 
ish youth will be established.
